It’s an indication that the oil pump is put- 
ting out, period. For example, if it shows 40- 
50 pounds of pressure, this means that at the 
point in the line where the oil gauge is con- 
nected there are 40-50 pounds of oil pressure. 
However, it doesn’t necessarily mean you're 
not low on oil or that some parts of the system 
aren’t starving for oil. It merely shows that 
you have some oil and that it’s passing the 
signal point at the indicated pressure. It is 
possible on some engines to get a full pressure 
reading with less than a quart of oil left in 
the crankcase—though it will usually start 
to bob and waver when there’s not enough 
oil to go around.

As not all guys are in a position to get a 
spot-checked car, their next best bet would 
be to buy only from a dealer who has no blood 
ties with Jack the Ripper.

We don’t mind traveling 
if the fishing is worth the mileage but we 
aren’t just going for the ride.

Spednic Lake, Maine, should be the an- 
swer to your dream of top smallmouth fish- 
ing in June—or any other time. Unlike 
most Maine lakes, Spednic is wide open to 
spinning and plug fishing during June. 
There are big fish too; and fast action. I stay 
at Wheaton’s Camps in Forest City because 
I like Ruth and Woodie Wheaton and con- 
sider Woodie the top guide in the area. 


We plan a tour of the U.S.A. this sum- 
mer. What is the surest guide to the correct 
baits, lures and flies to use trout fishing 
anywhere in this country? We’re a couple 
of novices. 

Tony Bolgiano 
Seattle, Wash. 

Your best guide is a good stream ther- 
mometer. When the water temperature 
registers below 50°F, look for trout on the 
bottom of the deeper holes, in slow currents 
and undercut banks. They’1l be slow to bite. 
Use worms, minnows or crayfish. Between 
50° and 55°, trout are more active and hun- 
grier. Use streamers or wet flies on the 
bottom, in deep water. Between 55° and 
60°, I find trout in shallow riffles and the 
tails of deep pools, feeding readily at all 
levels—even on top at times. Use streamers 
and wet flies. At 60°F trout become very 
active and many flies hatch. This is when 
the dry fly anglers have their day. In mid- 
summer, hot water makes the trout slug- 
gish again and sends some downstream to 
deeper, cooler water, others upstream to 
the cold springs. Use minnows early in the 
morning or large, dark wet flies at night, 
fished on the bottom.

LIFEBOATS 














CCORDING to the most authoritative estimates, the next 20 years 
will see man venturing to the moon and beyond. By spaceship, space 
laboratory and satellite wheels, we will explore the cold mysteries of 
outer space, venturing further and further as rocket boosters become 
more powerful and control devices more accurate. 
One of the greatest dangers facing man in outer space is the problem

of pressure blow-outs and meteorite 
collisions. So rapidly is the Space Age 
advancing that it is not too early to 
consider these dangers and how they 
may be met. 

It seems evident that some means 
must be devised to save the crews of 
damaged spaceships and satellites and to 
return them to earth alive and un- 
harmed. Such a rescue device must 
provide a self-contained powerplant 
and control system, an artificial environ- 
ment, means of solving the problem of 
re-entry into the earth’s atmosphere and 
a system of “soft” descent to the earth’s 
surface. 

All these requirements are met in 
MI’s Lifeboat For Spaceships—an orig- 
inal design based generally on what is 
now known of the Mercury capsule that 
will carry America’s Astronauts into 
space. 

There would be sufficient space life- 
boats built into every large spaceship 
and satellite wheel to provide for the 
safe recovery of the entire crew. The 
escape capsules are designed to meet 
almost any type of space damage. Con- 
sider how they would be adapted to the 
now-familiar space wheel or satellite 
laboratory: 

Nested snugly in the rim of the space 
station, each capsule is located at the 
outer tip of each spoke of the wheel. The 
capsule’s telescopic mast extends to the 
center of the wheel and forms a fire 
station-style pole for quick emergency 
escapes. 

After the capsule has been ejected, 
following a meteorite collision or some 
other space accident, the mast extends 
30 feet, functioning as a stabilizing tail 
—much like the stick of a Fourth of July 
rocket. 

Nose of the escape capsule is a blunt 
heat shield, separated from the hull 
by an insulating air space. The shield 


is mounted in interlocking sections and 
disintegrates when jettisoned. The 
double-walled hull, shaped like a huge 
coffee tin, is constructed of light mete 
stressed to meet launching and landin 
impact and lined with additional ins 
tion. Twin hatches cut entrance ang 
exit time in half and there is plenty a 
deck space at the bottom of the ladder; 

Eight shock-absorbing “acceleration 
beds” radiate outward from the center 
structure and are based on those de 
signed for the Mercury Project. When 
not in use, their elevated leg rests 
fold down to increase the central deck 
space. The perimeter walls of the cabi 
are lined with lockers containing in 
dividual survival gear—clothing, com 
pressed air tanks, food and wate 
supplies. An oxygen mask hangs at the 
head of each acceleration bed, despite 
the fact that the capsule is pressurized 
and air conditioned. The astronauts are 
trained to wear pressure suits in case of 
mechanical failure. 

The capsule is designed primarily 
for water landings and is completely 
seaworthy. An inflated parasol can bef 
mounted atop the mast to provide shade. § 
It also acts as a sail, radar reflector and§ 
visual spotting target and can be fitted 
with solar batteries for auxiliary power, 

Radio, flares and smoke signals a 
carried as well as fishing kits, seasi 
pills, shark repellant and the othe 
usual survival equipment. A four-foc 
tubular keel can be lowered from thé 
bottom to steady the capsule in rough 
seas. Lifelines aid the watch on deck. 

This cosmic lifesaver is much more 
advanced than any space vehicle in ex- 
istence today. However, the develop- 
ment of million-pound thrust rockets 
like the Saturn points the way to future 
manned satellites. The cosmic lifeboat 
may be the vehicle that will bring them 
back alive. ®

been stripping the atom of its 
secrets and sending monkeys into space, 
others have been delving into the great 
mystery of the human brain itself. It 
would seem that the brain has many 
powers of which we are not aware. For 
instance, there is a part of the brain that 
apparently records every impression 
received during the conscious life of a 
human being. 

At a recent meeting of the National 
Academy Of Sciences, Dr. Wilder Pen- 
field of the Montreal Neurological Insti- 
tute described how he had stimulated an 
area in the cerebral cortex with tiny 
electric currents. In the minds of the 
subjects these stimuli brought on vivid

images from the past. The effect is much 
more vivid than ordinary remembering; it 
is much more like reality. 

This is only one instance of scientific in- 
vestigation of mental phenomena beyond 
what we ordinarily call “thinking.” From a 
number of reputable sources comes the sug- 
gestion that the brain holds valuable secrets, 
has hidden abilities that may some day 
prove of great value to us all. 

Judging from the present evidence, what 
we now call psychic phenomena include 
precognition (ability to foresee the future) , 
telepathy and clairvoyance (sometimes 
called mind-reading and second sight), 
psychokinesis (mind-over-matter), light- 
ning calculation, inspiration and mental 
healing. There may be other strange abili- 
ties of which we have no inkling today. 

What evidence have we for the existence 
of these psychic powers? Let us examine 
each in its turn. 

Telepathy. Out of all psychic phenomena, 
this has perhaps gained the widest accept- 
ance. William James, Sigmund Freud, Sir 
William Crookes, Albert Einstein and many 
other brilliant men believed in telepathy. 
Another was Joseph Conrad who recorded 
that he was able to think silently of a book 
he wanted out of his huge library and his 
wife would get it, without a word spoken. 
Upton Sinclair carried out extensive tele- 
pathic experiments with his wife and wrote 
a book about them called Mental Radio. 

But it remained for Dr. J. B. Rhine of 
Duke University in his parapsychology re- 
searches to gain scientific recognition for 
ESP—Extra-Sensory Perception. His aides 
“transmitted” five standard symbols in a 
deck of 25 ESP cards to each other. Out of

Ov snowy night in early January 
about seven years ago, I took de- 
livery of a brand-new Lincoln Capri 
and headed from Dearborn, Mich. to 
Florida. This was no ordinary Lincoln 
but a “Mexican” Lincoln—same as the 
ones that won the Mexican Road Race. 
The valves had solid lifters, for example 
(which some Michigan lunatics said

5 po Dart is an entirely new Ameri- 
can automobile. In some models it 
utilizes the power plants of its big 
brother, the full-blown Dodge, but in 
the economy version the car is original 
even to a freshly-born six-cylinder en- 
gine which it will share with Plymouth. 
It is installed at a 30-degree angle from 
dead center, similar to the Valiant 
and Plymouth Six engine mountings— 
a practice used by Studebaker at Indi- 
anapolis more than a quarter-century 
ago and also by that most famous of all 
Kraut buckets, Mercedes-Benz. In ad- 
dition, the Dart employs Unibody con- 
struction and is vat-dipped in a series 
of pickling solutions to stave off rust 
and corrosion. 

According to the publicity releases, 
the new Dodge Dart “is the first car in 
31 years to enter an entire new line of 
automobiles into the low-priced Ameri- 
can field.” Well, maybe so—if you have 
forgotten such names as the 1960 Fal- 
con, Corvair or Valiant and the some- 
what older Rambler and Lark. The 
publicity boys will undoubtedly argue 
these other cars are all compact jobs 
whereas the new Dart is on a 118-inch 
wheelbase, which is almost as big as 
today’s Chevrolet, Ford and Plymouth. 

However, let’s ignore the “first” 
claims and take a look at the Dart for 
what it really is. It is a red-hot threat 
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to the Big Three leaders. The Dart is 
not likely to blast Chevy, Ford or 
Plymouth from their present positions 
in the industry. But, as they say in 
Costello’s Third Avenue saloon, the 
Dart could very well “whip a lot of froth 
off the head of the beer.” Where it will 
rank in the industry a year from now 
depends on a lot of factors such as 
strikes, sales outlets and, most im-

Three slot later held by Plymouth. The 
chances of dislodging Plymouth from its 
current perch during this model year 
are about as likely as a blizzard at the 
Panama Canal but the Dart may cut 
deeply into Plymouth’s sales because of 
its unique size. It might be described 
as a giant compact car, or a compact 
Big Three car. It is about an inch 
shorter than Plymouth in overall length 
and several inches scantier than Ford. 
Overall height of 54.8 inches and the in- 
terior dimensions of 34.5 inches head- 
room and 63 inches of tailroom make it 
a big car on the inside. 

On the road, due to its size, the Dart 
is effortless to drive. When coupled 
with the optional big Dodge D-500 en- 
gine displacing 383 cubic inches and two 
four-barrel carburetors, it should be 
able to chew around a race course with 
enough stuff to turn the humidity into 
steam. When I tested the Dart at the 
Chrysler Proving Grounds my test car 
was the 318-cubic-inch small V8 Phoe- 
nix model with a four-barrel carburetor. 
This job also can be had with a two- 
barrel carburetor for slightly more

economy. With this comparatively small 
mill, it banged out 0-60 mph in 9.8 sec- 
onds and 0-30 mph in 3.9 seconds. So 
you won’t need the imagination of Jules 
Verne to figure out that with the big 
383-cubic-inch stroker and two four- 
barrel carburetors, plus higher com- 
pression ratio, a Dart should make a 
helluva ridge runner for the moonshine 
boys.

|, eo can deafen you. It can knock 
down skyscrapers. The latest word, 
from the Los Angeles firm James Lan- 
sing Sound, Inc., is that they now havé 
a noise that will not only kill you but 
actually homogenize you, like a super 
scrambled egg or a jar of skin cream. 


This noise is for testing electroni¢ 
widgets and will never be used in anger, 
say its makers, but it shows what noise 
can do. 

But we needn’t wait to be destroyed 
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by a sound weapon of the future. The 
din of modern life is claiming its toll 
right now. 

Injuries by sound fall roughly into 
two categories. There’s the indirect in- 
jury; Johnny yells “Boo!” and little 
Mary falls and bumps her head. And 
there’s the type of injury mentioned 
above: sound doing direct physical dam- 
age to human tissues. 

The indirect type of sound injury is 
as dangerous as itiscommon. Here are 
examples from real life: 

A man hurried from his job at a fac- 
tory to his car. As he drove out of the 
lot his hands were trembling, his fore- 
head was cold and sweaty. Usually he 
sat in his car 15 minutes before driving 
off—to let the effect of seven hours of 
factory noise wear off. But that day he 
wanted to get to a store before it closed. 
Two blocks away he shot through a red 
light into a truck. He ended up in the 
hospital with a broken back. 

The blast of a car horn behind him 
rattled a young cyclist in an Ohio city, 
making him swerve into an oncoming 
car. He was killed. 

A secretary in a business office was 
carrying a pot of boiling water to her 
desk to make instant coffee when the

noise of the building going up next door 
—it had been going on all day—got to 
her. “That damn noise!” she snapped, 
and made a gesture of exasperation that 
sent scalding liquid down the neck of a 
young stenographer. 

Noise around homes leads to many ac- 
cidents. A housewife, dazed by the roar 
of planes and trucks, gave her baby a 
spoonful of Grandma’s medicine. Only 
a timely trip to the hospital saved the 
youngster. A noise expert, comment- 
ing on this incident, told me that in areas 
where noise abatement programs are 
instituted, accidents take a sudden drop. 

A few years ago Memphis, Tenn., was 
a shrill, loud city—a bedlam of horns, 
exhausts, juke boxes, radios. Then 
a municipal noise abatement drive 
shushed the metropolis to the point 
where Memphis can call herself 
America’s quietest city. The year be- 
fore the campaign started, 36 died and 
1,029 were hurt in traffic accidents. 
After 12 months of anti-noise action, the 
number of deaths dropped to 16, in- 
juries to 855. 

The other type of noise injury—the 
immediate harm done to the human 
organism by sound waves—becomes 
more and more [Continued on page 188]

“SOCK BOAT”’ 


ERE is the do-it-yourself glass fiber 
boat that people have been dream- 

ing of. The Sock Boat is so called be- 
cause you start it by pulling a big “sock” 
of cotton jersey over a die-cut corru- 
gated paper framework. When stretched 
over the framework the sock takes on 


the curves of a well-designed boat hull. 
Then the cloth is resined and allowed 
to cure to a drumhead firmness; on top 
of this go three layers of glass fiber. 

The Sock Boat is literally built back- 
wards. The decks, gunwales and coam- 
ings are glued in place before the hull

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page 134, and using the curve pattern 
given in the same drawing, each mold 
frame outline can be overlaid upon the 
other. Then it’s easy to trace the outlines 
on 34-inch seasoned pine and cut out the 
pieces with a band saw. The first con- 
struction photograph shows the sections 
of a frame being checked against the 
drawing. The sections are then joined 
with cleats and crosspieces are nailed 
horizontally across the frames so that 
their top edges are 18 inches above the 
base line. These crosspieces will serve 
to mount the inverted frames on the 
mold frame jig. When the frames are 
assembled, a 44x1%-inch notch is cut in 
the center bottom of each for a keel 
strip. Then the stem is traced and cut 
out in the same manner as the frames 
and a 34x4-inch cutout is made at the 
bottom rear for the keel strip to fit into. 

The mold frame jig is shown in the 
drawing on page 113. When it’s erected, 
the 1x3’s nailed to the insides of the 2x6 
longitudinals form slots into which the 
crosspieces on the frames fit.

tween the frames. This can be done by 
cutting boards to fit between the frames 
and then tracing the curves by means of 
a flexible batten bent around the frames. 
The photograph at the top of page 133 
shows a piece being fitted in after the 
curve has been traced and cut. Double 
check the alignment before proceeding 
with the lathing. If any member is out 
of line, the whole project will not be a 
success. 

Our ;3;x%4-inch lath was cut from %- 
inch pine boards, eight feet in length. 
Using one-inch brads, the lath was then 
fastened to the mold framing with no 
more than a quarter-inch between each 
strip. Start on either side of the keel 
and work out. Where the strips butt 
against the stem, a sharp knife can be 
used to cut the correct angle. Because 
of the necessity to maintain smooth 
curves, do not attempt to twist the lath; 
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PLYWOOD transom panel is installed in- 
side Fiberglas hull. Note cleats for well. 


let each piece curve naturally. Where 
spaces occur, they can be filled in with 
short lengths later. Where a joint is 
necessary, butt the lath on the center of 
a frame. You will not be able to lath the 
frames where the bow flares sharply 
near the gunwales; instead, cover this 
area with a wide mesh screening to pro- 
vide a base for the plaster. 

Three coats of plaster are required to 
get the thickness, line and smoothness 
you need in the mold. We started with 
a product called Lite-Mix and added a 
little water at a time to get enough 
plaster to last for an hour, no more. The 
mix should be just stiff enough to stand 
like whipped cream. With a trowel, start 
at the bow and spread it with a firm 
stroke. Do not press too hard or you'll 
cave in the lath and practically all the 
plaster will go through the openings. 
The first coat must lock between the 
lath and form a firm layer. When the 
plaster is firm, but not yet hard, run a 
wood float over it to provide a tooth for 
the next coat. 

With the second coat, using the same 
mix, you establish line and smoothness 
of contour. You can employ a straight- 
edge about five feet long to help estab- 
lish the line horizontally and vertically. 
On the compound curves, your eye will 
be your best guide. 

For the last coat, mix finishing lime 
with water and allow it to stand 24 
hours. Then pour enough to half fill a 
three-gallon pail and mix in the right 
amount of plaster of Paris for the brand 
you're using. This mixture is applied 
immediately in a %-inch coat with a 
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LOOKING FORWARD after installing 
reinforcing frames and plywood seat bad 


steel trowel. Smooth it out and, whenij 
is completely dry, sand all the sha 
edges. Any depressions, pinholes ¢ 
eracks which remain should be fille 
with plaster of Paris. 

The next step is to apply the mol 
release—a wax that prevents the reg 
from sticking to the mold. You can g 
it from your Fiberglas supplier. App 
it according to the instructions, bei 
sure that no bare spots are left whet 
the Fiberglas will contact the mold. 

The first layer of Fiberglas cloth no 
goes on. Start fitting it along one 
of the bottom, leaving an overlap of twi 
to three inches at the keel and chin 
Smooth out all the wrinkles with your 
hands, starting at the center and work- 
ing toward the edges. You'll find it 
fairly simple to lay and trim. When you 
have prepared as large a section as you 
can handle, you’re ready to start apply- 
ing the resin. 

Instructions for mixing the resin and 
the catalyst which hardens it vary 
slightly with different manufacturers, 
so follow the instructions with the resin 
you buy. In new boat construction, it is 
generally recommended that you thicken 
the resin. Stirring in this thickener takes 
time, but it pays off in that your resin 
goes farther. Color pigment, if you use 
it, is added next. You can put the pig 
ment in all the resin mixes or add it only 
to the last coat. We used a white pig 
ment all the way through. 

Every piece of cloth that goes on the 
mold must be thoroughly saturated with 
resin. This is best done with a mohair 
roller about seven inches wide. Just 
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FRAMES and chines are secured by Fiber- 
glas, eliminating fasteners through hull.

pour the resin on, a cupful at a time, and 
work it through the cloth. Any spot 
which isn’t saturated will show up as 
dull and resin should be applied to it 
immediately. Once the resin becomes 
tacky, you can’t go over it. The cloth 
will conform to the curve of the hull as 
you work the roller from chine to keel, 
but try not to pull it so that the weave is 
stretched excessively. Each piece of 
cloth should overlap the other by at

” FOR SATELLITE WATCHERS 


WO men, Jack Borde and Dave Steinmetz of Cali- 
fornia, have devised and built a satellite-seeking 
telescope which gives moon-watchers the comparable 
target-hitting advantage a shotgun has over a rifle. This 
type of apparatus is needed because the satellites now 
in orbit occasionally become “lost.” This occurs when

they dip as low as 150 miles above the 
earth and changes in atmospheric den- © 
sity cause them to go off predicted 
schedules. 

Under normal conditions, the tiny 
satellites with their median elevation of 
2,000 miles are as difficult to spot as a 
grapefruit streaking over the Mississippi 
River. While the naked eye is able to 
spot the big Sputniks, conventional tele- 
scopes see the smaller satellites only as 
streaks. 

Until Borde and Steinmetz built their 
multiple-eyepiece viewer, the moon- 
watcher with his smaller scope was 
limited to scanning a 20-mile-wide strip 
of space, 2,000 miles away. Their device 
permits three viewers to look through 
linked telescopes at the same time. Soon 
they'll add a twin unit, permitting the 
Diablo Astronomical Society, of which 
Borde is president, to scan with six eyes, 
12 times more sky than a single viewer. 

Borde, of Concord, California, is an 
optics and mechanical technician at the 
University of California’s Radiation 
Laboratory in Berkeley. Steinmetz, of 
Martinez, was recently hired as an 
assistant astronomer for Lowell Ob- 
servatory in Flagstaff, Arizona. They got 
the inspiration for their multiple-eye- 
piece scope from Arthur S. Leonard of 
Sacramento, a mathematician-turned- 
moon-watcher. The instrument only cost 
$50 for materials and 100 man-hours to 
build.

and you can continue right through, lap- 
ping them while the resin is wet. However, 
you can stop at any point when a full piece 
of cloth is saturated, let the resin harden 
and proceed with the next piece at a later 
time. When the bottom is covered, lap the 
cloth on the underside of the chine and 
work down the sides. After the first com- 
plete layer is on and the resin is hard, take 
a disk sander and feather all laps. They 
can be smoothed so that they’re hardly 
visible. Also sand any resin runs that may 
have occurred. 

A layer of Fiberglas matte and a layer of 
cloth follow. We applied both at once, 
saturating the matte through the cloth. 
Start with the bottom again, laying on 
sections and overlapping them as you 
progress with the application of the resin. 
However, don’t press the roller into the 
cloth; distribute the resin lightly and 
evenly. Be sure there are no dull spots 
and work out all air bubbles. Then let the 
resin harden and sand the whole boat. If 
necessary, a finish coat of resin can then 
be applied and sanded lightly. 

Removing the hull from the mold is the 
next step. Start at the transom and simply 
pull the Fiberglas away to free it. Don’t 
be alarmed at a cracking noise for this is 
only the mold release giving away. Then 
continue pulling around the gunwales. 
After this, thin pieces of oak can be slid 
under the shell to help break it away up 
to the chines. The last step is to exert 
upward pressure on the Fiberglas transom 
with a pair of bumper jacks and then 
hammer all around the bottom, using a soft 
pine block to cushion the blows. You'll be 
able to hammer with a good deal of force 
and, before long, the shell will part from 
the mold. Then lift off the hull and block 
it upright on the ground for finishing. 

Finishing the hull proceeds rapidly 
from this point. First the inner and outer 
sheer clamps are installed. To bend them 
as required, you'll have to steam them. An 
eight foot length of pipe is capped at one 
end and two quarts of water are poured 
in. Then one or two ten-foot strips of 34x 
1%-inch oak are inserted and the open 
end of the pipe is stuffed with cloth. With 
the capped end of the pipe in a fire, the 
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water boils and produces steam j 
After about a half hour, the wood 
soft enough to bend easily. Take jj 
and immediately clamp it in place 
the outer sheer. When the outer 
clamps are dry, your metal clamps 
opened up to include the inner 
clamps. Then, while the metal clamp 
still in place, drill and countersink 
holes for 1%4-inch, No. 8 flathead | 
screws, spacing them three inches ;

Any gaps between the 
ood and the hull are filled with resin and 
iberglas matte and then the cloth is 
pplied as shown in one of the photo- 
aphs. Be sure the limber holes are not 
blocked when the cloth is put on. 

The forward deck beams are cut from 
M-inch oak to a 21-foot arc.

The deck beams are covered with half- 
nch plywood which is put on in two sec- 
ions that butt along the centerline. Each 
section is fastened to the beams with one- 

ch flathead brass screws spaced four 
inches apart. Countersink all screw heads 


Wmust a little below the surface. When the 


deck is on, the 34-inch mahogany gunwale 
ap can be butted against it and continued 
own each side to the transom. This cap- 


ping is fastened to the inner and outer 
sheer clamps with 1%4-inch, No. 8 flathead 
brass screws spaced six inches apart. Alter- 
nate the screws between the clamps and 
countersink for wooden plugs on this 
finish surface. Then the quarter-inch 
mahogany plywood gunwale cap can be 
installed from the butt joint forward to 
the bow. This forward capping is glued in 
place and held with clamps until dry. 

The center deck and the unfinished part 
of the deck around the well is done next. 
Each section is fitted with a half-inch ply- 
wood underdeck which is screwed down 
in the same manner as the forward under- 
deck. They may then be finished with 
strips of 4%x3-inch mahogany veneer which 
is glued in place. These same finishing 
strips are glued down on the forward 
underdeck after the windshield is in place. 

Details of the windshield appear in the 
drawings on pages 136 and 137. The frame 
is solid mahogany stock rabbeted for ;;- 
inch Plexiglas and quarter-inch square 
aluminum which holds the Plexiglas in 
place. The whole assembly is mounted 
with screws from the underside when all 
the woodwork has been finished in the 
boat. 

Installation of the floorboards completes 
the major woodwork in the boat. After 
that, a mounting block for remote con- 
trols and an arm rest are installed on the 
right side. Before the final trim is added, 
it’s best to do the necessary painting and 
varnishing. 

Finishing is preceded by a general sand- 
ing of all woodwork. Then the fir plywood 
gets a coat of Firite followed by a light 
sanding and two coats of marine enamel. 
The mahogany is filled and stained in one 
operation with a paste wood filler. Then it 
gets at least three coats of spar varnish, the 
first coat being thinned 50 per cent with 
turpentine and the others full strength. 
Sand lightly between each coat and rub the 
last coat down with a thin paste made of 
pumice stone and water if you want a satin 
finish. Last, varnish all the trim and 
fasten it in place. Then add the hardware 
and lights and proceed with the launch- 
ing. We’d recommend at least 35 hp on the 
transom of Skimabout and anything up to 
80 hp can be used. ®

LIP on some fittings and tighten set- 
screws. Outside of cutting tubing 
and pipe to length, that’s all that’s re- 
quired to build this rack which holds 
up to six bikes—and it’s a great thing 
to have on the premises when Junior’s 
bike brigade comes calling. 

The fittings which make assembly so 
easy are manufactured by the John 
Hosking Co., 1704 Howland Place, Cin- 
cinnati 23, Ohio, and are sold through 
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hardware outlets. Instead of interior 
threads, they have setscrews housed 
in diamond-shaped bosses and these 
screws are simply turned down on the 
pipe or tubing. The company makes a 
complete line of fittings for all types of 
pipe and tube structures and the handy- 
man can now do a professional job with- 
out cutting a single thread. In fact, with 
the adjustable elbows, tees and other 
fittings in the line, bending of the pipe 
or tubing isn’t even necessary. 

To make the rack, 1-inch and %4-inch 
O.D. galvanized iron pipe is first cut to 
size with a pipe cutter. In the 1-inch 
piping, you’ll need four 36-inch, four 
12-inch and two 21-inch lengths; in 
%4-inch pipe, you'll need six 24-inch 
lengths. After drilling 13-inch holes in 
the horizontal center sections, spacing 
them as indicated on the drawing, you 
just work from the bottom up, slipping 
on fittings and tightening screws. °

Car Care: Try Something Simple

freeze is alcohol. Some gas tanks are 
vented by their cap. This recalls a trick 
used by one owner to foil car thieves. 
When he left his car unattended he re- 
placed the gas cap with one that was pur- 
posely unvented. Without air pressure 
working in the gas tank the engine would 
soon run out of gas. 

A skip in the engine may be the result 
of oil being forced up past the piston rings, 
the result of excessive crankcase pressure. 
Remedy is to clean out the vents—the oil 
filler pipe and the crankcase ventilator. A 
clogged air cleaner will make the engine 
draw in a higher ratio of gasoline to air. 
This means lower gas mileage. 

Power brakes have a filter in the air in- 
take which can cause trouble with the 
system if it becomes clogged. When rear 
axle lube works into the rear brakes an 
experienced mechanic always checks to see 
if the housing’s vent is clogged. 

Serving as a brake on the throttle to pre- 
vent stalling during sudden deceleration, 
the dashpot control on some carburetors is 
one of those little things that can make a 
big difference. Maybe you have already 
had occasion to discover the importance of 
correct adjustment of the throttle linkage 
control for the automatic transmission. 
Clunking and incorrect “shift points” often 
are nothing more serious than a need for 
checking this linkage. One driver became 
worried because of clunking during the 
second to third shift and found that all his 
mechanic did to correct the condition was 
to shorten the transmission rear rod a 
little. Another driver thought he was due 
for a fancy repair bill when he found his 
automatic transmission was sort of unde- 
cided whether to stay in third or to shift 
to high during light throttle operation. This 
is called “hunting.” It was remedied by 
adjusting for a longer throttle rear rod. 

A slipping automatic transmission usu- 
ally panics most drivers the first time it 
happens. It’s usually caused by a low oil 
level. This condition will stop normal 
downshifting and generally means erratic 
shifting. Low oil will make the transmis- 
sion overheat and in some cases produce a 
buzzing noise. Slippage can also be due to 
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an improperly adjusted manual control— 
a common trouble that is easily fixed. 

If your car creeps forward when in re- 
verse, don’t run to your psychiatrist. The 
trouble may be nothing more serious than 
the need for rechecking the manual con- 
trol. A low growling often heard when first 
starting out is produced by cavitation of 
the cold oil. Just keep going and the noise 
will disappear. 

Ever have the turn indicator light start 
flashing way below the usual normal rate? 
It means the trouble is a burned out bulb 
for the turn signals in the front or rear of 
car. If both stoplights fail, check the fuse. 

The owner of a standard shift car heard 
noise in the clutch with the pedal up. He 
figured he was faced with a binding release 
fork, a loose disk hub or a broken pedal 
return spring. The trouble was easily cor- 
rected by restoring some “play” in the 
clutch pedal. 

Some motorists find it hard to restart the 
engine after a short period of parking. This 
is due to a combination of conditions. The 
engine may be running hotter than normal 
because of a winter high-temperature ther- 
mostat or possibly because of a cardboard 
placed across the lower half of the radiator 
core. A hot motor combined with gummy 
oil and deposits of varnish on the pistons 
will cause slow cranking. Oil additives will 
help. A little patience will go a long way 
toward preventing the battery from being 
weakened through futile cranking. Wait 
five minutes and the engine will likely start 
again. An overlooked cause of fan belt 
noise is misalignment of pulleys. Now that 
we have belts to drive the water pump, the 
air conditioner compressor, the power 
steering system, the generator and the fan, 
pulley alignment is most important. 

Engine vibration can be diagnosed by 
taking a compression test. If cylinders have 
excessive uneven compression the engine 
will vibrate as badly as though it had a 
sprung crankshaft, loose fan blades, or 
“missing” spark plugs. 

So try something simple if your car is 
not perking properly. There’s no use mak- 
ing a Federal case of car trouble that may 
easily yield to a five-cent idea and a few 
minutes work. ®

S King at Daytona Beach for some 
time in the flying mile and in 1959 it took 
the standing-start mile also. Our Bonne- 
yille test wagon, with a 900-pound load 
aboard, including passengers, can still 
break under nine seconds for 0-60 and top 
120 mph by a mile or two. Unloaded and 
with just the driver aboard, this big flat- 
backed wagon will ring off 0-60 mph in 
82 seconds and just about cream all the 
dragsters you’re apt to bump into at a 
traffic light. 

I got my first crack at the 1960 Pontiac 
many months ago when I tried out a sedan 
in Michigan. The big news at Pontiac was 
not the fact that it was the champ of the 
medium-priced field in sales and perform- 
ance but that many people considered the 
‘59 model the best-looking car on the road. 
Despite this, Pontiac prexy Bunky Knud- 
sen and his pixies elected to make another 
complete style switch for 1960—a real 
gutty maneuver when you are leading the 
pack. As Knudsen explained it to me, 
trying to carry the same styling for two 
years has proven harmful to some other 
companies, even though it was the best- 
looking at the time. Whether you think 
the new 60 Pontiac is better-looking than 
the 59 is a matter of conjecture—some do 
and some don’t. The only fault I can find 
is that the ’60 is not as easily recognized 
as the 1959 model. By mid-1959 almost 
anyone could spot a ’59 Pontiac coming 
down the road a block or two away, due to 
its unique grille. The 1960 car might look 
like one of several makes until you get 
fairly close. 

I don’t pretend to be an authority on 
styling but I must point out that Pontiac 
styling for 1959 was outstanding. Knudsen 
thought it was responsible for at least 50 
per cent of the car’s success. However, he 
probably was smart to switch, as the 1960 
Edsel started off with an almost carbon 
copy of the ’59 Pontiac grille and the Edsel 
was out of business before Thanksgiving. 
Knudsen once told me that the automotive 
business is the biggest poker game in the 
world: make the right guess and you’re a 
hero, make the wrong one and you're a 

um. No one in the world can fathom the 
public’s likes and dislikes from month-to- 
month.

through feature, mounted high and easy 
to read. The styling is trim and, in my 
opinion, good-looking. In fact, the entire 
package seems to contain all the ingredi- 
ents to make it an attractive and reason- 
ably-priced buy. Add the fact that it uti- 
lizes the Chrysler torsion-bar suspension, 
best in the industry, and you have a lot of 
reasons for looking deeper into what the 
Dart may prove to be. 

I have been an automotive consultant 
to DuPont for some years. About two 
months after my Dart test, I got a phone 
call from the company one day when I 
was on my boat. They said they were 
looking for a car to use on a rugged run 
from Seattle to Alaska and the Arctic 
Circle to test out some anti-freeze. They 
asked me to pick out a new car for them 
to run. 

Considering the rugged terrain to be 
covered, which might include snow, rough 
dirt roads and just about everything you 
wouldn’t expect on a turnpike, I knew 
suspension had to be an absolute must. 
Since DuPont wanted a full-size car with- 
out oversize, the Dart was my selection. 
A couple of weeks later, Bill Carty, Ad- 
vertising Manager of DuPont’s anti-freeze 
division, picked up a Dart and headed for 
Seattle. Here are some of his findings 
(and if you read the papers regularly you 
must know that DuPont doesn’t own 
any Chrysler stock—in fact, they own 
roughly 23 per cent of General Motors) . 

On the open roads where speed limits 
are only a suggestion, he kept the Dart 
running between 75-80 mph wherever pos- 
sible. Despite this hard break-in, when 
the Dart arrived on our northern West 
Coast it had averaged 17.8 mpg at the

One of the secrets of auction buying is 
mowing that a radio, refrigerator or out- 
sard motor listed as “damaged” may be 
ally as good as new.

A word of caution: as a rule, nothing is 
sranteed and there are no refunds. Dam- 
ed goods are sold “as is”—meaning if 
our purchase is in worse shape than you 
hought, you’re stuck. Second-hand goods 
hay be well-used or like new. Laws vary 
om state to state but when you’ve bid on 
nything you usually cannot back out. 
Auctions normally embrace three pro- 
dures. First, there is a day for viewing 
nd examining the goods. Next day comes 
he sale, when bidding usually is done from 
stalogue numbers with the merchandise 
ot in view. The buyer is required to pay 
om 20 to 50 per cent of the sale price im- 
nediately after the bidding. On the third 
ay, the items are picked up by the buyer 
fter the rest of the purchase price is paid. 
Most government groups and businesses 
rhich hold regular auctions mail out no- 
ces of upcoming sales to potential cus- 
bmers. A written request will put your 
ame on most mailing lists. 

Here is a short list of where to look for 
ctions and the type of goods generally 
pid:

decibel whispers. The loudest sound that 
can be heard without pain is about 
decibels. That’s about like a jet plane fy-#" 
ing 100 feet above you. Man-made noises 
can hit 150 decibels—close to the pen 
level. A physics teacher at UCLA state" 
that “A level of 160 db is lethal for many" 
animals. Mice and rats exposed to s 
intense sounds perish from the 

rise of body temperature.”

This does 
two things: raw gas is sucked into the cylin- 
ders, which cools the tops of the pistons and 
head. This same shut-off also causes an ex- 
treme internal vacuum which will actually 
suck oil up past the piston rings to give the 
engine an extra heavy dose of lubrication to 
prevent it from seizing. If Roberts hadn’t 
breathed his engine there was an excellent 
chance he’d have blown it on one lap. 
Under NASCAR rules Roberts was allowed 
to use larger jets than normal in his carbure- 
tor and run without mufflers. Despite this, he 
was forced to breathe his engine. This does 
not, however, apply to all engines—only the 
high-performance jobs. Some smaller engines 
are safe to run flat out for many miles, as 
their carburetor size is so small it’s like run- 
ning at three-quarter throttle even when 
wide open. Add to this the fact that they com- 
monly have mild anti-high-rpm cams and a 
restricted ignition advance (which won’t per- 
mit over-revving) and you have a lot of 
built-in safety factors. One of the secrets of
